The 
troop camped in a building belonging to the 
1 man Catholic mission, about eight miles 
rom the H. B. post. The time of the men 
was occupied during their stay in mounted 
and foot drili, rifle practice and ordinary 
military duty. St. Jean Baptiste day was 
Celebrated in good shape with religious 
Services and games. Mosquitoes, sand flies 
es bull dogs N very troublesome. Two 
pewyans who had vi 
cae 75 been vith Big Bear 
nothing new to report. The people a 
the lake seemed to be about equally alvin 
between fear of Big Bear's Indians and of the 
government forces. On the arrival of the St. 
Albert men the otticers went to the campe of 
some of the Indians concerned in the plun- 
ering of the H. B. store and interviewed 
them on the subject. They said that when 
ig Bear's scouts, six or eight in number, 
arrived at Beaver lake, inciting the Indians 
there to murder and pillage, two messengers 
Came in to Lac la Biche and reported their 


arrival, and what their intentions were. On 


hearing the news the Lac la Biche Indians 


gathered at the Hudson's Bay Co. store, and 

atrick Pruden, who was in charge, told 
them they might as well help themselves to 
Whatever they wanted, as when Big Bear's 
men came they would take all at any rate 
They did so, and Pruden took means to have 
his family sent to the west end of the lake 
for safety, He then came back and gave the 
keys to the Indians and went away himself. 
When Btg Bear's scouts came with the more 
hostile Indians from Beaver lake they found 
nO one there, and, of course, completed 
thoroughly the work that had been com- 
menced, at the same time sending word to 
the mission that they would call around 
there in a few days and make-free with the 
Place, but they never came. On Mr. Young's 
arrival from Edmonton the Lac la Biche In- 
dians returned most of the goods that had 
been taken by them, but, of course, the goods 
taken and property destroyed by Big Bear's 
men is total loss. The above account may be 
Considered as putting the best side of the In- 
dians’ story out, as it was told by t!@mnselves 
when in fear of punishinent, although no 
doubt there is some truth in it. No crop has 
been put in at the lake this season and the 
Prospects of a hard winter for most of the 
People are excellent, especially should fish or 
ur, or both fail.

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THE SITUATION. 

When what may now be called the late re- 
bellion was well under way and speculations 
as to its immediate and ultimate results were 
in order, it wae generally supfosed that not 
the least benefit likely to flow trom it would 
be the permanent settlement Of the question 
of half-breed and Indian rights. It was 
thought that justice which before had been 
vo sadly lacking, partly through want of fore- 
sight and partly through§ want of force, +e 
well as for sundry other reasons, would now 
be done. That when rebellion had been 
suppressed by the strong hand, robbers and 
murderers would be pusiished ae ee 

eir crimes, and grievances wou ; 
— into and redreseed. That while with 
the one hand rebellion was choked, with the 
other causes of the rebellion would be re 
moved. The strong hand was represented 
by the five thousand volunteers who had 
been brought into the North-West, and the 
hand of justice by the land and scrip com- 
mission which was to make a tour of the 
country. It was necessary in every good 
interest that both hands should perform their 

uties well, 

. When the scrip commissioners began oper- 
ations it appeared to be their desire to wind 
up the scrip claims entirely and satistac- 
torily, as well as to attend to such land mat- 
ters as required their attention. But as the 
rebellion was gradually brought under con- 
trol their desire to complete their work 
secmed to decrease. When they reached 
Edmonton they had no time to listen to eom- 
plaints in regard to land, although precisely 
similar claims had heen adjudicated in Qu’- 
Appelle, their sessions were held without 
notice and closed as soon as applicants ceased 
to come in. They left a very lerge number 
of scrip claims unattended to at Edmonton, 
and a great many more at Lac la Biche, and 
left no assurance whatever that the parties 
thus bett without scrip would ever receive it. 
It is not to be supposed that the gentlemen 
comprising the commission, who seemed to 
be most willing to do all that lay In their 
power towards the satisfactory performance 
of their duties, acted so without orders. Had 
they been told to clean up their work as they 
went no doubt they would have been only 
too bappy to have done so. But as the 
danger which to a gteat extent called the 
commission into existence was passed, the 
government, which had been scared into do- 
ing justice, repented of what it had done, 
and tried to make up by slighting the re- 
mainder of the work. If another commis- 
sion is not appointed or some means taken 
to satisfy the outstanding claims, a gross in- 
justice will be done which may yet have 
serious consequences, 

But if the hand of justice has failed in ite 
purpose, the hand of power that was to have 
meted out retribution has failed more olg 
nally, While admitting that the govern- 
ment has deliberately educated the Indians 
into rebellion, that is no reason why they 
should not be held accountable for their 
actions, or that the lessons they have thus 
learned should not be whipped out of them. 
While the Indians and half-breeds at the 
South Branch committed no very grave ex- 
cesses, and therefore were entitled to some- 
what liberal treatinent, that was not the 
case at Battleford and much less at Pitt. 
At Battleford, at least three unprovoked 
murders were committed, a coun@y laid waste, 
and a population reduced almost to 
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What though Big Bear does hereafter surren - 
der or is captured, his exploits will be told 
and retold in every indian camp in the 
North-West. He will be a hero, and the 
young men Will be fired to deeds of murder 
and pillage by the stories that will be toid of 
him. On the other hand had he been pursued 
to she death, and an example made of him 
and his murdering followers, no matter what 
halo of romance might have been thrown 
around him by the dusky novelist—who, by 
the way, is not inferior to his white confrere 
in lying ability—the simple fact that he was 
huried baldheaded would go further to con- 
vince the Indian mind of present and future 
generations of the iniquity of murder and 
pillage than all the moral orations of bump- 
tious generals, all the work of conscientious 
Indian agents, or all the efforts of the most 
zealous missionaries. Had Big Baar been 
properly punished, the manner of dealing 
with Poundmaker might have not mattered 
much, but to actually give up the pursuit of 
Big Bear and allow him te be exalted as an 
invincible hero instead of demonstrating 
that he could be both beaten, caught and 
killed, ie the crowning mistake in the admin- 
istration of North-West Indian affairs. Let 
portion of any class of white men in the 
country be allowed toset the law at defiance 
aud what is the consequence, but trouble, 
worse and more of it constantly recurring, 
and how can anything better be expected in 
the case of Indians with whom to murder an 
enemy isan act of virtue? Through the 
failure to capture Big Bear the Canadian 
government may consider that about 50 ets. 
of every dollar expended on the North-West 
expedition of 85 has been thrown away, 
When the Indian question has assumed the 
shape it is now in in the North-West, there 
is just one way to settle it. Not to do 
this with the means at hand la a gross failure 
in results, and is looked upon by the Indians 
not as of mercy, but of weakness and cowar- 


dice, and they will govern themselves ac- 
cordingly,

GENERAL NEWS. | 


Rapid City is kicking against municipal 
expenses. 

The Winnipeg Commercial complains that 
although 1 bonused tue C. F. R. 
heavily the repair shops which were located 
there as a condition of the bonus are not 
kept in full blast, all possible work being 
done in the east. 

Duncan McArthur, Arch. Wright, Alex. 
tay Ab R. D. Bathgate, ex- May or Logan, 
E. L. Drewry, R. O'Loughlan, J. N. Clements, 
E. D. Moore, Capt. McMillan, J. S. Hough, 
and Capt. Flannigan have purchased 10,000 
shares in the Winnipeg and North-West 
petroleum company. 

It is satisfactory to notice that when the 
Edmonton Indian agency has been divided 
into three parts the two new agencies have 
been given to men who have been connected 
with these portions of the dist: ct for a num- 
ber of years, and have shown themselves to 
be competent officers, instead of importing 
inexperienced men from the east and placing 
them over the present agents’ heads, as has 
been too often the custom in North-West ap- 

ointments, Mr. 3. B. ,ucas, the agent for 

e Peace hille division, has been in the 
service of the department there as farm in 
structor ever since the farm instructors were 
first appointed, and on a certain memorable 
occasion acouple of years ago, was nominated 
by the Indians of the Peace hills as their 
ayent, so that now they have no reason to 
complain, Mr. J. A. Mitchell has also been 
in the service of the department for a num 
ber of years, and had charge of matters at 
Victoria as acting sub-ayent for several 
months. There is every reason to believe 
that he enjoys the contidence of the Indians 
of his district. The division of the original 
Edmonton district will be a great relief to the 
present agent, Mr. Anderson, who, there is no 
doubt, has been over burdened with mere 
routine labour, to say nothing of responsi- 
bility, in the past. It was most necessary 
since Indian affairs assumed the critical shape 
they did this spring, that the facilities for 
management should be increased as they 
have been ; and the increase has been made 
with discretion and credit to all eoncerned. 


A pespatcu from Calgary to the Winnipe 
Times, dated June 8th, 8 that — 57 
pound of freight sent north by the new sup- 
ply officer there had been forwarded at 
reduced rates, saving the government a very 
large amount and the service had been better 
performed. This item locates the Mails 
— — North-West liur at Calgary. The 
pm officer loaded and sinipp. d noith seve- 
ral thousand pounds of freigne by Edmon.

Furthermore, be it remembered 
that when this decreased rate and increased 
expense and loss of time was made, the con- 
ditions of danger which caused the firs. high 
ratos to be paid had ceased to exist. A com- 
parison of the circumstances of the two cases 
and of the actual oxpense and etticiency in 
both is most unfavorable to the present Cal- 
vary officer, and shows a heavy net loss to 
the government.

Weather report for week ending Friday

Saskatchewan and Edu, onton, to 
stand asa candidate for the membership of 
the North West council, I have after due 
consideration decided to do so. 


My views upon the public questions of the 
day are tolerably well known to most of eu, 
As ap rty holder of some extent, and 
having all my interests in this district, 1 
may I think lay claim to having an interest 
in the development and well- governing of the 
North West, and shall if elected use all wy 
power to obtain such legislation as will assist 
to develop our resources in every shape and 
form. 


Believing that the best interests of the 
North West cannot be served (at the present 
time) by factious opposition and senseless 
agitation against whatever government may 
be in power, I shall always oppose any such 
course, but at the same time will always stand 
up for the rights of the settlers and endeavor 
to secure the privileges which this country is 
entitled to. 


During the past few years the population 
and resources of the territories have in- 
creased so rapidly that the form of govern- 
ment and mode of administering the public 
affairs which was quite adequate and satis- 
factory when the country was thinly settled 
and had no important interests at stake is at 
the present time not only inadequate but un- 
satistactory and unjust. We are taxed both 
directly and indirectly by the federal govern- 
ment, and pay more taxes per head than the 
people of the provinces, while we have no 
voice or say as to the levying of these taxes, 
no representaion at the source where these 
taxes are im posed—in fact we have no form 
of responsible government for the territories, 
Believing this condition of affairs to be un- 
just, it will be my aim to direct all she power 
the council possesses to bring the question 
before the federal govornment with the view 
of being accorded representation in the house 
of commons, 


As at present constituted the council pos- 


sesses very limited legislative power, which. 
should be enlarged and extended so as to | 
tzive it the same powers and functions as a 


province, and mere particularly to give it the 
control of all monies in its treasury, and to 
eonduct al! local affairs upon the system of 
responsible government. 


Believing that it is upon the agricultural 
and mining industries that we must to a 
great extent depend for the present and 
future prosperity of the of the North Weat, it 
will always be wy first aim to secure and as- 
sist such leyislation as will benefit and help 
the farmers, encourage immigration, protect 
and develop the mining interest. 


I consider the half-breeds of the country 
are entitled to the same treatment as their 
brethren received in Manitoba, aud therefore 
I will support as far as possible any effort 
made to secure that . mae have a right 
to look for. 


If elected I shall serve the people of this 
district tothe best of my ability,’ without 
fear or favor, and without respect to party, 
class or locality.

GENTLEMEN ;— 

Having had the honor to be your first 
choice as representative of this district in 
the North-West council, I now offer myself 
for re-election. What my course has been 
you know, and should you approve oi it so 
far as to elect me again you may depend 
that it will not be altered. My voice and vote 
will always be found on the side of the North- 
West settler no matter who or what may op- 
pose. In the passage of ordinances and the 
distribution of funds the interests of this 
district will receive my fullest and most care- 
ful attention. 

Believing that the people of the North- 
West have the same rights as Canadians else- 
where in Canada, for the ful! exercise of which 
they are now fitted by numbers and intelli- 
yence—and believing further that the exer- 
cise of these rights is necessary to the proper 
development of the country—I shall press: 
For such changes in the North-West council 
as shall make every member directly respon- 
sible to the people—and to them alone—as is 
the case in the legislative assemblies of the 
provinces; For the extension of the powers 
of the ceuncil to the limits allowed the legis- 
latures of the provinces; For a revenue 
from the federal treasury on the same terms 
and of the same proportionate amount as is 
allowed the several provinces ; and For repre: 
sentation of the people of the territories in 
the federal parliament as is allowed the 
people of the provinces, 

Until the territories have been accorded 
parliamentary representation, I consider it 
an important part of the duty of the council 
to publicly represent the views of the people 
on such matters as immediately concern their 
interests, but at present are under the sole 
control of the federal government.

and liberal terms of the claims of all parties 
who have taken up land in any district de, 
fore the establishment of a land office, 47 
also of the claims of half-breeds entitled to 
consideration according to the terins granted 
the half-breeds of Manitoba ; The survey of 
the leading trails as permanent highways, 
and especially the survey and improvement 
of the Bow river trail throughout its entire 
length; The holding of colonization !and, 
timber and mineral speculatorsto their asree: 
ments with the government, or the cancells- 
tion of those agreements by the governmen' | 
The abolition of the dues on settlers’ wood
